Cuba's Ultimate Destiny. 


- Washington, Aug. 16—Special—The ultimate destiny of 


Cuba is apparent to all here. While independence is at pres- 
ent demanded by this government for its people, it is believ- 
ed that it will inevitably drift towards annexation. 
The peo- 


ple must rely upon the United States both for protection from 
foreign aggression and for safety from internal discord. Just 
as is in the case of Hawaii annexation to the United States 
will be the goal of the wisest among Cuban statesmen. 
The 


large influx of American planters and tradesmen which is 
promised will accelerate this sentiment, and within ten years 
at farthest public opinion will be ripe for the step .which will 
make of the island a spvereigri state^in the American union. 


Blanco Has Scruples. 


Washington, Aug. 16 -Special—Blanco's resignation of 


the. office of captain general of Cuba, in order that he may 
escape the humilation of turning over the .island to the'Ameri- 
cans, creates much amusement here. The doughty chief- 
tain.however, cannot shift the responsibility upon others. He 
is the last of the Spanish Capt. generals of the island. It is 
not probable that the Spanish government will appoint a sue- 
cessor, and if it did his authority would not be recognized, 
as Cuba is already virtually emancipated from-Spanish rule. 
When Blanco steps out the American commander will step 
in, and distasteful though it may be to the Spaniard, he will 
virtually surrender to tho hated Americans,

These men fear that Gen. Lee would oppose their interests, 
as it is well known that he is hostile to monopolies in gen- 
eral. It is not believed by the general's friends, however, 
that these influences will dominate the president in making 
the appointment.
